De Cuellar to try again 

U.K. loses two ships 


LONDON, May 26 (R) — Britain said 
Wednesday it lost a destroyer and a supply 
vessel in Argentine air attacks on its Falk- 
lands fleet and that 24 of its men had been 
killed in the action. 

Defense Secretary John Nott told Parlia- 
ment that the 3,500-ton destroyer Coventry 
had been bombed and later capsized during 
Tuesday’s Argentine attacks and that the 
15,000-ton container ship Atlantic Conveyor 
had been abandoned. 

Nott said that 20 sailors died and 20 were 
injured on the Coventry and that four men 
were killed on the Atlantic Conveyor. 

A small number of men were injured on 
the Atlantic Conveyor, Nott said. The casual- 
ties bring the reported British death toll to 99 
in the campaign to regain the remote South 
Atlantic islands seized by Argentine forces 
April 2. 

. Nott said 10 more destroyers and frigates 
had joined the task force In the past two days. 
The Coventry was the fourth British warship 
lost in the battle for the Falklands. Nott also 
said British forces which had established a 
bridgehead on the Falklan d-* on Friday were 
now poised to move on the main Argentine 
garrison in the capital. Port Stanley. 

“Our forces on the ground are now poised 
to begin their thrust on Port Stanley” Nott 
said. “Behind them are another 3,000 men ... 
while reinforcements and re-supplies are vir- 
tually denied the Argentine garrison on the 
island.” - ■ 

Nott said four Sky hawk fighter-bombers 
were shot down in the attacks on the Coven - 


try. Earlier an aircraft on a reconnaissance 
mission had been brought down, be said. 

He said that more than 50 fixed-wing 
Argentine planes had been shot down in the 
Falklands conflict. The Defense Secretary 
said the survivors from the Coventry and the 
Atlantic surveyor had been safely transferred 
to other ships in the task force. He said the 
Coventry had a crew of 280 and there were 
170 aboard the container ship. 

in Buenos Aires, a military source said 
Argentine air attacks on the British task force 
are part of a “vast offensive” to destroy the 
British bridgehead at Port San Carlos. 

Fuel dumps and military equipment taken 
onshore by the British troops at Port San 
Carlos were the target of heavy bombing 
Tuesday, the source said. The source said the 
next 48 hours wtB be decisive for the 
counter-offensive launched by the Argentine 
land and air forces. 

Meanwhile, the U.N. Security Council on 
Wednesday gave Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar what he termed the “very 
difficult mission” of renewing his peace 
efforts and trying to arrange a truce in the 
Falklan ds conflict within a week. 

By a unanimous vote, the council adopted 
a resolution directing the Secretary-General 
to undertake a renewed mission of good 
offices and to immediately .contact both 
Argentina and Britain “with a view to 
negotiating mutually acceptable terms for a 
cease-fire.” He was told to report back to the 
council “as soon as possible and in any case 
not later than seven days.”

Death toil rises 
to 21 In France 

AIRE-SUR-L'ADOUR. France. May 26 
(APJ — The death toll from the fee that 
ravaged a psychiatric-medical center for dis- 
turbed youths in southern France rose to 21 
Wednesday and firemen continued to search 
for the body of one person still listed as-mis- 
sing. 

The latest figure given by local officials in 
Aire-Sur-rAdour, a community of about 
7,000 inhabitants 120 kilometers southwest 
of Bordeaux, listed nine others as injured in 
the fire that broke out Tuesday morning.'. 
Officials said one of the dead was a nurse at 
the center and the rest were students. 

Fire investigators a^e working on the 
assumption that the fire at the Jean Sarrailh 
Center was deliberately set. Minister of 
Health Jack Ralhc visited the scene of the 
tragedy late Tuesday' and denied some, 
reports that the centers facilities had nor con- 
formed with safety regulations. - • 


STOCKHOLM. May 26 (AFP) — The 
world spent almost $650 billion ($5 1 8 billion 
at 1979 rates) on aims m 1981. Both the 
United States and the Soviet Union increased 
aims expenditure, the 13th report of the 
Stockholm International Peace 1 Research 
Institute ^SIPRI) said Wednesday. But Japan 
waff noi£ J fo? its mode v .:tipn. 

. SIPRI is a wholly independent non- 
political body founded in 1966 to monitor 
world arms sales. It estimated that the U.S. 
and Soviet Union each possess firepower 
equivalent to 8 bfljjbn tons of TNT. SIPRI 
said that world areas sales have increased by 
-three percent annually oven the past four 
years since 1978. 

In 1 981 ,.the United States spent $ 1 34 bil- 
lion on aims and the Soviet Union $118 bil- 
lion (both at 1979 rates). SIPRI noted that 
this gave the Soviet Union a quantitative 
supremacy, but the United States retained its 
technological advantage in the fields of com- 
puters and micro-electronics. Both super- 
powers have increased their research on 
space satellites, and SIPRI emphasizes their 
growing role in nuclear strategy. 

Arms spending in the Middle East last year 
totalled $43.9 billion, up a significant 21 per- 
cent from 1980. According to SIPRI. Saudi 
Arabia purchased aims worth $22.45 billion, 
in 1981. up from $18.47 billion the previous 
year. Oman doubledits arms spending m two 
years, reaching $144 billion last year, the 
report said. 

The SIPRI study gave no precise figures for 


Iran and Iraq, involved in a costly war over 
Iran’s oil-producing Khuzistan province 
since September 1 980. But it said Iraq had 
received substantial financial aid from Arab 
states, including a $2 billion loan from 
Kuwait, and had bought about that amount 
worth of arms during the period 1979 to 

1981. 

The SIPRI report gave few specifics on 
arms spending by Israel and Egypt but said 
both countries had decreased buying since 
1977. The study said the United States would 
furnish SI. 4 billion in military aid to each in 

1982. 

The Soviet Union was the world’s largest 
seller of conventional heavy arms with 36.5 
percent of the market. Tbe United States was 
second with 33.6 percent, and France was 
third with 9.7 percent. 


U.S. takes 
step to sell 
Israel F-16s 

WASHINGTON, May 26 (Agencies) 
— The U.S. administration has informed 
Congress of its intention to sell Israel 75 
new F-16 fighters, informed Defense 
Department sources said early Wednes- 
day. 

If it is not opposed by Congress, the $ 
2.5 billion sale would be the largest to 
Israel in four years. In iy78. Congress 
allowed the sale of 75 F-16 jets and i5 
F-15 aircraft, then worth i 1.9 billion. 

Congress received word of the sale 
Monday, a day before Israeli Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon met with Caspar 
Weinberger, his U.S. counterpart, accord- 
ing to the Defense Department sources. A 
public announcement of such a sale is gen- 
erally made 20 days after the initial notifi- 
cation to Congress. Legislators then have 
30 days in which to block the sale by a 
majority vote of both houses. 

The new delivery, if unopposed as 
expected, would double the number of 
F-16 fighters in the Israeli Air Force. In 
addition. 15 new F-15 fighters were sold 
Tuesday, bringing to 51 the number of 
those aircraft in Israel. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Foreign rela- 
tions committee approved President 
Reagan's request for >1.7 billion in U.S. 
military aid to Israel next year but 
changed the makeup. The president asked 

> 1 .2 billion for military credit sales and > 
500 million in grants that Israel will not 
have to repay. The committee changed the 

> 1.7 billion to > 850 million in military 
credit sales and > 850 million in grants. 

A high Pentagon official said Tuesday 
Weinberger will make an official visit to 
Israel af the end of August or start of 
September. The official said that Wein- 
berger had informed Sharon during a talk 
at the Pemagon of his decision lo visit 
Israel. 

The spokesman told a briefing he 
expected no decision to emerge from the 
Weinberger-Sharon meeting to restore 
the mutual cooperation agreement, sus- 
pended by the United Stales last fall after 
Israel annexed Syria's Golan Heights. 
Although Weinberger has reacted 
strongly to Israeli military actions in the 
past, the spokesman said ” No, I do not " 
expect the course of the talks to be 
affected by a just-announced dogfight 
over Lebanon in which the Israelis claim 
to have shot down two Syrian warplanes. 


Missing gets Cannes award 
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CANNES. May 26 (AFP) — The con- 
troversial U.S. entiy Missing, by French- 
based director Constantin Costa-Gavras. 
shared the prestigious Golden Palm award at 
the Cannes film festival Wednesday wjrh Yol. 
by Yiimaz Guney of Turkey. 

Although the award to Misting had been 
widely expected sirtce the start of the festival, 
the announcement drew a few boos. Yol , 
however, was a popular choice to share the 
prize, which was voted unanimously by the 
jury. 

La Notte Di Son Lorenzo, by Paolo and 
Vittorio Taviani of Italy, won the special J ury 
Grand Prize — an award which, the jury 
stressed, had a different purpose but was “of 
the same lever* as tbe Golden Palm. 

Michelangelo Antonioni was honored with 
a special 35 th festival anniversary award for 
both his film entry. Identification* Di Une 
Donna and the consistent up -to-date nature 
of his work as a whole. 

West Germany's Werner Herzog took top 
directing honors for the “powerful inspira- 
tion and daring” of his Fitzcamddo, while the 
Isest actor prize went to Jack Lemmon of the 
United States forMisriag and the best actress 
prize to Poland's Jadwiga Aankowska- 
Cieslak in the Hungarian film Another Way. 

It was the second win ax Cannes for Jack 
Lemmon, aged 58. In 1979. he was honored 
for his role in The China Syndrome. Chosen as 
best screenplay was Jerzy Skolimovskfs 
Moonlighting, a British entry. 

Costa-Gavras. whose film * *Z ’ ’won the 
1 969 Oscar for the best foreign film, was born 
in 1930 in Athens of a Russian father and a 
Greek mother. Missing, another in 'Costa- 
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Gavras* series of politico-thrillers, focuses on 
the case of a young American who disap- 
peared in Chile during the September 1 973 
military coup against Salvador Atiende. 

Yiimaz Guneh. whose Yol was a last- 
minute entry at Cannes, escaped last October 
while on leave from a Turkish jail where he 
was serving a 1 9-year sentence for murder. 
He had also received later sentences for polit- 
ical activities carried out while in jail. 

His film told the story of a group of prison- 
ers in a Turkish jail who were granted permis- 
sion to return briefly to their homes during a 
religious holiday. 

The Taviani brothers also won their second 
Cannes award, after taking the Golden Palm 
for Padre Padrone in 1977. Vittorio. 52. and 
Paolo. 50. told the story in La Nozze Di San 
Lorenzo of a summer night in 1 944 when a 
group of Italians set out to conquer their 
freedom after refusing German orders to 
assemble in a cathedral. 

French premier meets 
Lebanese president 

BEIRUT, May 26 (Agencies) — French 
Premier Pierre Mauroy flew to Beirut Wed- 
nesday and met with Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis in the aftermath of a bombing at 
the French Embassy that claimed 14 lives. 

Mauroy. whose one-day. visit was not 
announced until he was enroute from Paris 
for security reasons, was greeted ar Beirut 
international airport by Lebanese Tourism 
Minister Marwan Hamadeh and France’s 
Ambassador to Lebanon Paul Marc Henry. 

Mauroy. dressed in a blue suit and black 
tie. was heavily guarded by French security 
officers and Lebanese gendarmes. He was 
immediately whisked off in a military 
helicopter to the presidential palace in the 
hillside neighborhood of Baabda. The pre- 
mier was to attend a service Wednesday night 
at the Palais des Pins residence of the French 
ambassador for the victims of the bombing 
Monday when a booby-trapped car driven by 
embassy secretary Anna Cosmidis. 22. 
exploded inside the embassy compound. 

A French government spokesman said the 
trip by Mauroy was “to affirm French pres- 
ence in Lebanon and in this region of the 
world and the will to face up to terrorism.” 

The car bombing was the latest in a series 
of French targets to be attacked in recent 
months. France's former ambassador to 
Lebanon. Louis Delamare. was assassinated 
last September and in April French embassy 
communications officer Guy Cavallo and his 
pregnant wife were shot to death in a killing 
linked by French officials to the international 
terrorist known as "Carlos.” 


Iran spells terms 
for peace with Iraq 


TEHRAN. May 26 (Agencies) — Iran 
appeared Wednesday to have made the 
removal of Iraqi President Saddam Hussein a 
precondition for a negotiated settlement of 
the 20-month-old Gulf war. "We harbor no 
territorial ambitions, but we are determined 
to achieve our right.” said Iranian Parliament 
Speaker Ali-Akbar Rafsanjani in a speech 
marking Iran's capture of Khorramshahr 
from Iraq. 

** Iran wiD not forgo any of its rights. We 
will get the last bit of our rights and our 
greatest right is the overthrow of Saddam.” 
Rafsan jani told an open session of parliament 
Tuesday. His speech was reported at length 
by Iran’s official Ima news agency Wednes- 
day. 

Ayatollah Khomeini has frequently called 
for Saddam's downfall since the beginning of 
the war. But Rafsanjani's assertion that the 
Iraqi president’s overthrow was Iran’s 
“greatest right” suggested the Tehran gov- 
ernment would not enter into any peace 
negotiations with the current regime in 
Baghdad. 

Rafsanjani assured other Gulf states that 
Iran had no “intentions against your lands, 
but Saddam has committed so many crimes.” 

Iranian Ofl Minister Muhammad Gharazi 
said in a British Broadcasting Corporation 
broadcast Wednesday that “there is no ques- 
tion of negotiations with the Saddam 
regime.” We have lost thousands of lives and 
many of our cities have been devastated or 
destroyed, and hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars* damage has been inflicted upon us. (so) 
it is our right to ask for the overthrow of the 
Saddam regime by the Iraqi people,” he said. 

Gharazi, a leading Islamic leader stopped 
in London Tuesday on his way home from the 
meeting of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries in Quito, Ecuador. 
Despite the Iranian victory at Khorramshahr. 
Gharazi said he didn’t foresee a quick end to 
the war. 

“I don't think the war is going to end.” he 
said. “I think Iran has prepared itself for a 
long war. perhaps for many years.” Asked . 
what Iran’s conditions for peace were. 
Gharazi replied bluntly. "The least we can 
expect is the overthrow of Saddam.” 

Also interviewed was a leading member of 
the Iranian parliament. Fakhruddin Hejazi, 
who said the governments of other Gulf 
states have nothing to fear from Iranian vic- 
tory. 

Iran announced Wednesday it is holding 
40.000 Iraqi soldiers in military camps 
throughout the country. Government 
spokesman Ahmad Tavakili told a press con- 
ference that Iranian forces had captured 
40.124 Iraqis since the war started. Ima 
reported. 

Tehran radio said meanwhile that 3.000 
Iraqi prisoners of war arrived in Tehran 
Wednesday by train from the southern pro- 


vince of Khuzestan. They were the first batch 
of some 12.000 soldiers Iran says it captured 
in while retaking the key city of Khorram- 
shahr two days ago. 1RNA said thousands of 
Iraqi prisoners were being sent to other cities 
as there was not enough camps for them in 
Tehran. 

Ima said the situation was normal in Khor- 
ramshahr and the city's police department 
resumed its activities after 20 months. Ira- 
nian forces were also reviving a number of 
border posts captured by Iraqis at the start of 
the war. 

In Washington. Prince Hassan of Jordan 
said after meeting Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig that he feared the conflict between 
Iran and Iraq could jeopardize the Gulf reg- 
ion jf not contained by Islamic mediation 
efforts. 

U.S. detains 
plane with 

‘100 bombs’ 

NI W YORK. May 26 (Agencies) — An 
Ecur*Joran cargo jet carrying “more than 100 
high impact Israeli bombs" that had the 
capacity to “blow up the entire area” has 
been detained at Kennedy Airport. The 
plane was reported to be on its way to Argen- 
tina. 

The Ecuadorian Airlines Boeing 707 was 
detained "regarding the licensing of the mer- 
chandise." U.S. customs spokesman Michael 
Kaufman said. He would not elaborate on the 
plane's cargo and said all further information 
would come from the U.S. State Department. 
A spokesman there. Rich Sherman, said no 
new information on the plane would be 
released until later Wednesday. 

Nancy Greenberg, a spokesman for the 
port authority of New York and New Jersey, 
which operates the airport, said the plane was 
carrying “Iicenseable munitions” or "military 
equipment.” But Gustavo Izurieta. speaking 
for the government-owned Ecuadoran air- 
line. said the plane was carrying “airplane 
pans and a turbine." He added, “there might 
be some other military equipment." 

Izurieta noted that the plane had stopped 
in Ireland before landing at Kennedy but he 
was not sure if it originated somewhere in 
Europe or perhaps Israel. 

Meanwhile. New York television station 
NBC-TVs“Newscenter Four” program said 
it learned from sources that the plane con- 
tained "more than 100 high impact Israeli 
bombs.” that had the capacity to “blow up 
the entire airport..." It also said the plane 
may have been headed for Argentina. 
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Crown Prince Fahd say s 

Region to suffer if war continues 


RIYADH. May 26 (SPA) — Crown Prince 
Fahd has reiterated that the continuation or 
expansion of the Iraq- Iran war will only be at 
the expense of the stability and safety of the 
region. He laid emphasis on peaceful efforts 
by all means as the other alternative will 
mean destruction of the region's power, 
thereby making it incapable of facing the real 
danger now threatening the whole Arab 
nation. 

Prince Fahd said in an interview with AJ- 
Riyadh -Wednesday that this war is threaten- 
ing the stability of the region in the present 
circumstances. He endorsed the positive 
stances of the Gulf Cooperation Council 
states which attempt at bringing about peace 
and stopping bloodshed between Iraq and 
Iran. 

Referring to hectic contacts now being 
made at different levels to reach a common 
stance on containing the war. he said that 
United Arab Emirates President Sheikh 
Zayed ibn Sultan Al-Nahyan’s initiative, the 
extraordinary session of the GCC foreign 
ministers and Foreign Minister Prince Saud

still stood; therefore , there is 
no justification for the step 
Zaire has taken." 

AI-FaisaTs tour were all directed toward the 
achievement of this goal. 

’ On Israel's re-entry into Africa, Prince 
Fahd said the Kingdom's move toward 
Zaire's decision to restore its relations with 
Israel was quick. It is most necessary to adopt 
a firm and quick stance at the Arab and 
Islamic level, in order to encounter a step like 
Zaire's and to discourage Israel from staging 
a come-back in Africa, be added. 

Arab links with Africa are larger than 
financial aid as there exists a comprehensive 
cooperation and an age-long common history 
of struggle against colonialism and all forms 
of racial discrimination. In addition, they 
tjave a meeting ground for political and 
economic interests and as emerging nations. 


they are trying to rebuild their societies, he 
added. 

Prince Fahd said that Africa, being alert to 
the Israeli danger, used to protect itself and 
stop Israel's infiltration into its entity. When 
Zaire and other African states severed their 
ties with Israel, they did so with conviction 
expressing their discontent over Israel con- 
tinued occupation of Palestine and other 
Arab territories and depriving Palestinians of

their inalienable rights in their own home- 
land. he added. The reasons which had led 
Zaire to break its ties with Tsrael are still 
stood: therefore, there is no justification for 
the step Zaire has taken. 

The crown prince urged further moves by 
Arabs and Muslims to confront Zionist 
attempts at further infiltration into Africa. 
“While we will never renounce the funda- 
mental principles of our cause, we must 
increase the scope of cooperation with Africa 
in accordance with a studied strategy. We 
ought to continue to expose and encounter 
Zionist plots,” he added. 

Prince Fahd called upon the Arab nation to 
tackle its problems and eliminate rifts among 
its ranks to be able to cope with the chal- 
lenges. especially Israel's continuous occupa- 
tion. aggression and expansion. He said: 
“Our nation is passing through difficult cir- 
cumstances and now needs, more than any 
time else, mutual support, solidarity, unity 
and a rise to the level of responsibility at this 
crucial stage.” 

He added that, while Israel has evacuated 
from Sinai, it continues to occupy the West 
Bank and Gaza, and has annexed Holy 
Jerusalem and the Syrian Golan Heights and 
“still commits assault on our people in the 
occupied land and on the Islamic sacred 
places.” The Iraq -Iran war is causing further 
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damage to the region, he said. 

Prince Fahd expressed the hope that, with- 
out losing time, the U.S. administration will 
make a serious move to create a tangible 
shift in order to realize Israeli withdrawal 
from Arab temtoriesoccupied in 1 967 and to 
establish an independent Palestinian state. 
“It has already been proved that, without 
(the realization) of these two facts, the region 
will continue to suffer from disturbance and 
tension.” he added. 

Regarding his visit to the U.S. and its pur- 
pose. Prince Fahd said everything wiD be 
announced at the proper time. 

Referring to the GCC, the crown prince 
said it has proved its effectiveness and posi- 
tive nature and has succeeded in symbolizing 
the will and determination of member states. 
He added that the council has further proved 
its sense of responsibility toward the region's 
security and stability, away from interna- 
tional conflicts and attempts of major powers 
to interfere in the region’s affairs. 

Prince Fahd said the council has been able 
to coordinate efforts in all vital political .

ISTANBUL. May 26 (SPA) — A new 
board of executive directors of the Jeddah 
based Islamic Development Bank (IDB) was 
elected Tuesday at the end of the sixth annual 
meeting of the bank's board of governors.

The governors of Gambia and Gabon were 
elected vice-chairmen. The meeting also 
elected a special committee to prepare for the 
seventh session, to be held in Jeddah next 
March. Saudi Arabia, as the host country, will 
be consulted on the specific date for the next 
session. 

Turkish Deputy Premier Yurgut Ozal, 
addressing the final meeting, railed for 
speedy development among Islamic states, 
saying this will help pave the way for a better 
atmosphere to conduct a dialogue between 
Muslim countries. 


He also called for a better use of Arab 
development funds by Islamic states. 

Dr. Ahmad Muhammad Alu IDB presi- 
dent in turn affirmed the bank's keenness to 
cooperate with various international bodies 
in the light of its principles and aims. 

The final session was chaired by Turkish 
Finance Minister Kaya Erdem and was 
attended, among others, by Abdul Aziz 
Al-Quraishi. head of the Kingdom’s delega- 
tion and governor of the Saudi Arabian 
monetary agency (SAMA^.

ISLAMABAD, May 26 (Agencies) — 
Soviet and Afghan forces suffered heavy los- 
ses in a recent fifth abortive attempt to take 
the Panshir Valley north of Kabul, consi- 
dered the best-organized stronghold of 
Afghan resistance. Western diplomatic 
sources here said Tuesday. 

They said aerial bombs pummelled the val- 
ley floor May 20 as helicopters deposited 
troops along the ridges and an armored col- 
umn crossed the Panshir River on a mobile 
bridge, sidestepping a sector miaed by the 
Mujahedeen. The armored column advanced 
several kilometers into the valley but, as in 
the four previous tries since May 1980, the 
Soviet- Afghan troops were forced back after 
suffering heavy losses of lives and equipment,, 
said Afghan sources in Kabul. 

They said the better pan of an Afghan unit 
surrendered after being caught in rocket and 
mortar fire. The diplomatic sources here said 
Mujahedeen fighters from Shawali, north of 
Kabul, and from neighboring provinces. 


came to the valley's defense. There were no 
reliable estimates of resistance, losses. 

Civilian transportation was broken off 
between Kabul and the town of Gulbabar, 
located at the mouth of the Panshir Valley 
near the highway linking Kabul to the Soviet 
Union, diplomats said. They added that 
communications in the area had been cut and 
were not yet restored Monday. 

The valley is defended by a Mujahedeen 
force commanded by “general" Masood 
Shah under the Peshawar-based Jamiat 
lslami Party, They posses a sizeable store of 
light arras and several Chinese-made anti- 
aircraft machine guns, sources said. 

In contrast to the Panshir fighting, the 
Afghan capital, 90 kms south of the valley, 
was enjoying its calmest period in sevend 
month, with no political assassinations, no 
explosions, no shootings. The war, however, 
was not far off. Violent combat was reported 
a few kilometers to the north on the nights of 
May 20 and 22.

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Arkhipov, Ceausescu visiting Syria 


DAMASCUS, May 26 (R) — Syria is play- 
ing host simultaneously to Soviet First 
Deputy Prime Minister Ivan Arkhipov and 
Ro m a n i a n President Nicolae Ceausescu. 

Arkhipov arrived Tuesday on a three-day 
visit and began talks with Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdul-Halim Kb add am on the 
international situation and bilateral relations, 
the official Syrian News Agency Sana said. 
The presence at the talks of the Syrian chief 
of staff, Maj. Gen. Hflunat Shehabi. and 
Economy Minister Selim Tassin, indicated 
that military and economic relations were 
discussed. 

The Soviet Union is the chief arms supplier 
to Syria, which is constantly pressing Moscow 
for more advanced weapons. Syrian Presi- 


dent Hafez Al-Assad said in a recent 
magazine interview that he hoped to visit 
Moscow soon. Syria and the Soviet Union 
signed a 20-year friendship treaty in 1980. 

President Assad led the Syrian delegation 
at the talks with President Ceausescu. who 
flew in Tuesday for a two-day stay. The 
Syrian president told a banquet in the Roma- 
nian leader’s honor that the talks covered 
bilateral ties and the “explosive situation" in 
the Middle East. 

In a speech largely devoted to attacking the 
United States. Assad said the danger to Mid- 
dle East peace was “more serious than at any 
other time" because of what he called U.S. 
attempts to impose military and economic 
domination on the area. 


DACCA, May 26 (R) — A special Bang- 
ladesh military tribunal Wednesday sen- 
tenced former Deputy Prime Minister 
Jamaluddin Ahmad to nine years’ imprison- 
ment for misappropriation of funds and 
abuse of power. 

The sentence came in a majority judgment 
pronounced by the five-member tribunal. 
The tribunal convicted Ahmad of misapprop- 
riating about $2.75 million through his offi- 
cial position. In addition to the jafl sentence, 
the tribunal ordered his properties to be con- 
fiscated. 

Ahmad had earlier been sentenced to 
seven years in jail on charges of corruption 
and for gaining pecuniary benefits illegally. 
The two sentences will run concurrently. 

Pakistan arrests 
24 NDP leaders 

LAHORE, May 26 (R) — Pakistani 
authorities arrested 24 members of the ban- 
ned National Democratic Party (NDP) Tues- 
day at a party central committee meeting held 
in defiance of a government ban on political 
activity, party sources said. 

The sources said four of those arrested, 
including NDP President Sher Baz Mazari 
and Secretary General Ghulam Ahmad Bil- 
lour were later expelled from the Punjab pro- 
vince of which Lahore is the capital. The 20 
others were in police custody in Lahore, the 
sources said. 

Mazari was sent to Karachi and Billour and 
another prominent party figure, Abdul Wali 
Khan and his wife Begum Nasim Wali Khan, 
were sent to Peshawar. An official statement 
later said the NDP meeting was being held in 
Bagraat violation of martial law regulations 
banning political activity.

The announcement, which quoted a 
spokesman for the Libyan Foreign Ministry, 
came one day after a surprise official visit to 
Libya by Chadian President Goukouni 
Oueddei.

Why Galtieri embarked on Falklands adventure

WASHINGTON — 

The president of Argentina. Leopoldo Fortunate 
Galtieri, placed his country in -the center of the 
world stage seven weeks ago. Who is this man, and 
why is he behaving this way? 

Though many compare Galtieri to former Argen- 
tine President Juan Domingo Peron, Galtieri is 
neither a strongman like Chile's Augusto Pinochet, 
nor a leader who has popular support. The presi- 
dent — 55. son of an Italian immigrant, lieutenant 
k general and command^rtViiriuef of the army — is 
the visible head of a coalition of divergent interests 
of the military. Some observers believe that since 
tfig Takeover of the “Malvinas, as the islands are 
known in Argentina, Galtieri has become more a 
spokesman for that coalition than a key decision- 
maker. 

Galtieri has been president of Argentina for little 
more than fom months. Last December he took the 
president sash away from his friend, Gen. Roberto 
Viola, in an awkward and thinly disguised palace 
coup. The coalition of interests that removed Viola 
is an odd one from the point of view of the political 
dynamics of the military, which is still the only 
operative political force in Argentina. 

In this coalition nationalists, traditionally con- 
cerned with territorial claims and inclined to 
encourage a protected and autarchic economy, 
have united with advocates of a free market system 
and practical adherence to some of the Reagan 


administration’s hemispheric policies. 

The cement of this unwieldy union is anti- 
communism and the refusal of the armed forces to 
account for the thousands of people who have dis- 
appeared without a trace in Argentina during the 
anti-terrorist campaign in the late ’70s. 

Galtieri* s coup was well received by U.S. offi- 
cials. The deposed president, Gen. Viola, was con- 
sidered, both in Buenos Aires and in Washington, 
as inefficient and too committed to Argentina's 
traditional foreign policy of nonalignmenL 

During a trip to Washington last fall, just before 
the coup, Galtieri signaled his intention of realign- 
ing Argentina’s foreign policy with that of the U.S. 
He did"sO with a toast at an embassy lunch in the 
presence of high officials of the Reagan administra- 
tion, including Caspar Weinberger, secretary of 
defense, and Thomas Enders, assistant secretary of 
state for Latin American affairs. U.S. officials 
hoped that Argentina would stop voting with the 
nonaiigned group in the United Nations and that 
the countty would help American efforts to combat 
revolutionary Marxism in Central America. 

The Malvinas crisis proved the incompatabilityof 
the foreign-policy objectives upon which Galtieri’ s 
coalition was mounted: assertive national ism in ter- 
ritorial disputes on the one hand, and assisting the 
United States to maintain an American peace in 
Central America on the other. Since reclaiming the 
islands, Argentina has seen its relations with 
Washington deteriorate while, out of necessity, 
good relations with Cuba, Nicaragua and other 
Third World powers grow in importance. 


The other conflicr of the Galtieri.union came to a 
boil before the Malvinas crisis. Tn late March, popu- 
lar discontent with the government’s austere 
economic policies exploded and the regime 
responded with a brutal official crackdown. 
According to some leaders of the radical party, 
there were even signs of preparations for two dif- 
ferent and rival military coups. 

It was at this moment that Galtieri decided, at the 
urging of Adm. Jorge I. Anaya, commander in chief 
of the navy, to take the Malvinas. He escaped from 


fighting guerrilla violence in the late '70s, Galtieri 
commanded the Second Army Corps in Rosario, a 
large river port city. He did not acquire a reputation 
for ruthlessness or cruelty as did other comman- 
ders, nor did he acquire a reputation for intellig- 
ence.. Within the politics of the military, he was 
considered moderate. 

.Galtieri, a large and robusi man with veiy white 
hair — he was called “Albino” in the army — spent 
a year training in the United States in the early ’60s 
and grew food of this country. In Argentine terms.

Were it . not for the hundreds, of dead and 
wounded in the South Atlantic war, Gattieri’s 
impulsive gamble of taking the Malvinas by force 
firom the British might be admired, in the short 
term, as a dever political move. But top many 
young men have needlessly died. 

Galtieri has done things like this before, though 
on a lesser scale and without loss of life. Last year, 
when he was commander in chief of the army, on his 
own authority he closed the border with Chile and 
threatened war over a minor incident. Some say 
that be was proving his nationalist credentials; 
others argue that he was acting on impulse. Perhaps 
both explanations are right. 

When the Argentine armed forces were busy 


sed by his own security system when foreign jour- 
nalists were kidnapped recently in Buenos Aires. 


_ .What does the future hold for the current Argen- 
tine president? Jf Argentina wins or is honorably 
defeated in the Soiith Atlantic war, Galtieri will be a 
political asset; if the country is humiliated, the pres- 
ident will lose whatever political charisma his recent 
rise to power has bestowed upon him, and once 
again will be known in the array as "Albino." 

But in any case, the coalition of interests that has 
made this man politically powerful will fall apart. 
What this means is still an open q uestion. With luck,- 
Argentina will see an end to autonomous military’ 
rule: without it, the country will be caught m the 
wave of a resutgent and aggressive nationalism.

Former Foreign Minister Upadii PachariyangkuL 
for instance, feels that the Efrem administration has 
been caught in a whirlpool of nagging problems. ‘ 
While it has made some achievements to crow 
abouL it also has its share of failures, especially in 
the economic sphere. 

He said: “During the two years of Gen. Prem’s 
premiership, there have been some achievements 
and some failures. It is difficult for the government 
to tackle the numerous problems, especially the 
economic aspect, all at once. The government must 
have time to do that.” 

Upadit said that the nation's political stability 
would determine Prem's future. “For as long as the 
government manages to maintain the political sta- 
bility of the country, so long will be (Efrem) also hold 
on to power.” he said. 

Members of the opposition have pounced on the 
weaknesses of the Prem administration, particu- 
larly its methods of governing. MP Piyanat Vatch- 
araporn (independent, Srisakaet province) stated 
simply that Prem does not impress him at all. *’ Since 
he assumed office, he has created many problems, 
instead of solving them.’’ he said. 

Piyanat said that instead of preserving democ- 
racy! the prime minister had transgressed the con- 
stitution by extending his term as army 
commander-in-chief in 1980, and allowing a res- 
igned deputy prime minister to remain in office. He 
also faulted the government for its failure to redeem 
old promises, particularly the imposition of price 
guarantees for agricultural products. “At the same 
time, this administration would want people to 
believe that by supporting it. they are also support- 
ing democracy.” he added. , 

Col. Somkid Srisangkom. leader of the Social 
Democratic Party, complained that for the last two 
years the Efrem administration had made no effort 
to strengthen the democratic system. He said the 
govemmenfs hedging on the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment only showed that the administra- 
tion was not eager to fully democratize the govern- 
ment machinery. “There are many provisions in the 
constitution that ought to be deleted or replaced, as 
there are many other provisions that should be 
added to it. The government should have worked 
more actively on the constitutional amendments to 
make it more democratic,” Somkid said. 

One of the most controversial provisions of the 
constitution states that the senate does not have to 
be composed of elected members. “These non- 
elcctive members are vested with the same powers 
as members of the huuse of representatives, 
although they obtained their positions through 
mere patronage." Somkid said. 

Under the constitution, members of the senate, 
who make up two-thirds of the whole house of 


representatives membership, are appointed by the 
King firom the list presented to him by the prime 
m mister. The idea behind this is to ensure the stabil- 
ity of the administrative branch of the government. 
Tliis particular provision has been under constant 
attack, and late last year the prime minister himself 
submitted a bill to parliament calling for constitu- 
tional amendments. 

The bfli breezed through parliament, and a 
39-man parliamentary committee was formed to 
work on the details of the amendment. However, up 
to now the committee is still working on it. But even 
the proposed amendments are also under siege, 
particularly that requiring political parties to field at 
least one-half the number of members of the house 
of representatives in a general election. “This 
means that only the rich and the powerful can vie 
successfully for an elective office," the colonel 
added. 

Opposition political parties have also accused the 
government of mishandling the economy. Before 
he reshuffled his cabinet for the second time last 
year, Efrem was besieged with complaints firom Thai 
farmers about the difficulty of selling their crops. 
Upon the advice of his economic planners. Prem 
devalued the baht against the U.S. dollar in an 
effort to make Thai agricultural products more 
competitive in the world market and to slow down 
the skyrocketing trade deficit. 

As a result Thailand had to pay 10 percent more 
for its crude imports. “The trade deficit remains 
high, the price of Thai agricultural products in the 
world market is still uncompetitive and farmers 
cannot get a good price for their products in the 
domestic market opposition politicians charged. 

Former Prime Minister Kriangsak, who is now 
the leader of the opposition Chan Prachatipatai 
(National Democratic Party), said that the devalua- 
tion of the baht had severely affected the domestic 
prices of agricultural products. 

Last April 1. sugarcane farmers in the northern 
province of Kampangpet put up a blockade on 
Paholyothing Highway in protest against the gov- 
ernment's failure to require sugar mills to purchase 
sugarcane at the govemmenfs gurameed price of 
540 baht (523) per ton. The farmers mustered 300 
trucks and paralyzed traffic between Bangkok and 
the northern provinces beyond Kampangpet for 
two days. The issue was temporarily settled when 
the sugar mills agreed to buy sugarcane at 470 baht 
(S20 JO) per ton. with the government paying 30 
baht ($1.30) per ton in the form of subsidy to the 
mills. 

Despite mounting pressure from the opposition 
political parties. Prem is confident that he will serve 
the full.tenn of the government which expires next 
April, But this confidence is based on the-theory. 


that his government’s coalition with the Social Action 
Party (SAP) will hold on for the next 12 months. 
For the moment at least, the SAP is determined to 
safeguard the coalition. “The reason why we joined 
Gen. Prem is because we wanted to stabilize the 
government for the sake of democracy.” one SAP 
member said. 

SAP forms an essential component of the politi- 
cal coalition. With the SAP. Prem enjoys a com- 
fortable plurality vote in parliament. SAP has 70 
seats in parliament for. a combined parliamentary 
seat of 157. or above 50 percent of the total house 
of representatives membership of 301. 

Said a SAP MP: "The instability of the govern-: 
ment would open die way for coups and this means 
the democratic development of the country would 
go back to square one.” (Depthnews)

Among the most widely 
used are the Astecair 60 and the Astecair

This is done by means of filters with a com- 
plex granular composition that preferentially 
adsorbs odor and harmful vapor molecules.

Combustion research underway

LONDON (LPS)— Britain's Department of 
Energy has given the UX. Atomic Energy 
Authority’s Harwell research laboratory a 
further £1 million for a three-year extension 
to its research program on combustion pro- 
cesses. 

The U.K. program is contributing to a wider 
four nation collaborative venture under the 
aegis of the International Energy Agency, 
gaining access to complementary programs m 
the United States, Italy and Sweden, being 
funded by respective national governments. 
The technical coordinator of the inter- 
national program is Dr. Phil Hutchinson, of 
Harwell's Engineering Stiences Division. 

Current engine and furnace design 
methods have evolvedover a long period and 
are largely the result of a trial and error 
approach. “There are" says Dr. Hutchinson 
“large gaps in our knowledge and thus for- 
midable problems in the design of the next 
generation of vehicle engines. For example,

JAKARTA. May 26 (AFP) -—Two weeks

Suharto's government has voiced fear of a 
resurgence of extraparliamentary opposition 
activities ahead of next year's presidential 
election. 

In a confidential report released after the 
recent electoral campaign, the Indonesian 
; secret service ( Bakin) has warned of possible

■ f permitted within the three legal parties) 

: "which could climax in. 1983”. 

There was no word on what those 
"activities” would involve but observers said 
it was the unexpected violence which marred 
the recent election campaign which sparked 
the fear of bigger trouble. Addressing a ple- 
nary cabinet meeting at which the report was 
unveiled last week. President Suharto urged 
various ministries to give it due attention. 

The meeting of the National Assembly, 
convened every five years to elect the presi- 
dent and vice president and to map out the 
next governments major policy guidelines, is 
scheduled for March 1983. Analysts attri- 
buted the official concern about internal sta- 
bility to the adverse effects of any unrest on 
the country's economic development. 

Suharto is however wiefcly expected to be 
re-elected to a fourth five- year term. Look- 
ing ahead at the 1 988 presidential succession,

^MAPUTO, May 26 (AFP) — Two of 
✓‘Mozambique's top military leaders have left

The Mozambican news agency, AIM, 
reported Tuesday that Defense Minister Joa- 
quim Alberto Chipande has left for Tanzania, 
where he is to hand President Julius Nyerere 
a message from Mozambican President Sam- 
ora Machel. 

Chipande’ s trip came as the vice defense 
minister and chief of the joint military staff, 
Lt.-Gen. Sebastiao Mabote, was in Moscow 
to deliver a message from Machel to Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. Mabote was with 
Marcelino dos Samos the Frelimo Party 
economic secretary and top negotiator with 
the Soviet Union. The two trips were taking 
place as President Machel and several cabinet 
ministers were on tours of Nicaragua. Gre- 
nada and Cuba. 

The contents of the two messages have not 
been released, but observers in the Mozam- 
bican capital believe they are related to a 
concern oveT the recent southward spread of 
insurgent activities.

Information Minister Gen. Ali Mutopo 
said the national security ageacy (Kopkaxn- 
tib) and Baltin would give “top priority” to 
the threat “They wOI not act arbitrarily but 
will act once the limits have been breached.” 
he said, adding “the rules of the game will be 
observed.” 

He however defined acceptable “limits” as 
“making demands based on the constitution 
through democratic channels respecting dis- 
cipline”. Analysts noted that the opposition 
could be expected to influence the National 
Assembly, - a key decision-making body, 
through various “pressures”. 

The government appears to fear the impact 
of underground petitions, pamphlets and 
open letters which have been circulating 
throughout the country for some years. These 
underground actions, although limited in 
scope, could nevertheless degenerate into 
clashes such as the-bloody riots last March 18 
and 1 9 in Jakarta which left at least 1 1 per- 
sons dead and more than 180 injured, some 
official sources said. 

Analysts said the “extraparliamentary” 
opposition groups named in the secret service 
report were most likely the “petition 50” and 
various Muslim factions. The “Petition 50” 
group, founded in 1980. consists of 50 lead- 
ing figures opposed to President Suharto’s 
regime. It calls for a revision of the laws 
which, they claim, are “anti-democratic” and 
are moving further and further away from the 
1945 constitution. 

The group includes former Defense Minis- 
ter Gen. Nasution, former Jakarta Governor 
General Ali Sadikin, and Dharsono. one of 
the three generals who actively contributed 
to Suharto's rise to the presidency. 

If the “petition 50” group is worrying 
because of the status of Its signatories, the 
government apparently sees a greater long- 
term threat coming from radical Muslim 
groups, which maintain some links with the 
“Petition 50”. Some officials said that the 
Muslim groups would like the present 
regime’s policies to conform with Islamic law 
and teachings. 

Meanwhile, the Indonesian government 
has banned at least seven foreign newspap- 
ers. stepping up its already tight censorship 
policy, authoritative sources said Tuesday. 
The newspapers - include the London 
Observer, the French Le Figaro , L 3 Attrore 
and France -Soir , and the Sydney Morning 
fferald aad The Australian. The French daily 
Le Monde, although not officially banned has 
apparently not been seen here for a few 
weeks.

US. braces for hurricanes 
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MIAMI. May 26 (R) — U.S. federal offi- 
cials say more than 60 million Americans 
now live in regions threatened by killer 
| hurricanes that are bound to strike the 
' Atlantic or Gulf of Mexico coasts in the 
I future. 

"It’s not a matter of if, but a matter of 
| when it will happen,” an official of the 
National Oceanographic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) told a news con- 
ference here Tuesday. The hurricane sea- 
, son officially begins June i and lasts until 
Nov. 30. In this century alone. 31 of the 
devastating storms, which are spawned in 
the South Atlantic, have claimed 15.000 
lives. 

With the rapid growth of construction 
along the Atlantic and Gulf of Mexico 
coastlines. NOAA administrator John 
Byrne said that this season was potentially 
the most disastrous ever in terms of threat 
to human life and property. Byrne said the 
population of the threatened regions had 
grown to 60 million, not including a tourist 
population of further millions. “I consider 
.every one of these persons at risk,” he 


added. 

An average of two major storms strike 
every three years, he said. "The 31 killer 
storms of the century to date have . glared 
no part of the Gulf or Atlantic coasts.” 
Despite elaborate electronic surveillance 
equipment. NOAA is only able to give 
about 12 hours warning that a hurricane is 
likely to strike a specific area. "Unfortu-, 
nately this is far from enough time to escape i 
from a hurricane.” he said. j 

The mosr lethal aspect of a hurricane was 
not the rain and wind, bur the accompanv- 
ing storm surge, a wave up to 25 feel high 
and many miles wide, capable of demolish- 
ing all but the best constructed buildings. 
Yet, Byrne said, in many places where hur- 
ricanes have killed people and leveled 
buildings, houses, flats and hotels have risen 
again, even closer to the water. 

For people in the many builtup coastal 
areas where prompt evacuation was not 
feasible, recommended "vertical evacua- 
tion" to the upper floors of the tallest build- 
ings. J

In parliament. Defense Minister Magnus 
Malan denied the report that South Africa 
gave Argentina sophisticated missiles and 
spare parts for Mirage jets To be used against 
Britain in the Falklands. 

The defense force is considering the possi- 
bility of taking steps against the Argus group 
and will ask for an investigation, the South 
African Press Association reported. A 
defense force spokesman would not elabo- 
rate on the steps being considered, APA said. 

Defense officials could not be reached to 
comment on the matter. South African law 
sharply restricts unauthorized disclosure of 
information on arms manufacture and sale. 

Argus Papers, which make up the nation’s 
English-language afternoon newspaper 
group, reported Tuesday that the original 
arms sale story resulted from “ carefully 
placed diplomatic leaks.”

Deputy Prime Minister Simon 
Muzenda. in a message to the nation marking 
the 19th anniversary of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU). said Tuesday night 
that the African liberation struggle had 
‘finally broken into the apartheid citadel in 
South Africa itself’ with increased guerrilla 
sabotage activity in 1981. 

Muzenda. acting prime minister during the 
absence in Europe of Robert Mugabe, 
asserted that "acts of international terrorism, 
military aggression, political and economic 
destabilization (by South Africa) will not in 
any way deter” the six front-line states from 
"supporting the struggle for a just cause” — 
the independence of Namibia and majority 
rule in South Africa itself.

Senator to meet leaders 
in Peking on Taipei deal 


PEKING. May 26 (AFP) — The lingering 
dispute over the sale of U.S. arms to 
Nationalist China (Taiwan! is again likely to 
top the agenda of Sino-American lalks when 
U.S. Senate majority leader Howard Baker 
arrives here Sunday. 

Reports from Washington said that Baker, 
a Republican from the southern stale of Ten- 
nessee. would be carrying a new letter frum 
President Ronald Reagan to Chinese leaders 
to add to three others already made public. 
The three letters, to China's top ruler Deng 
Xiaoping. Premier Zhao Ziyang and Com- 
munist Party Chairman Hu Yaobang. were 
released by Vice President George Bush at 
the end of two days of talks here three weeks ■ 
ago. 

In the messages. Reagan called for a boost 
in Sino-American "strategic" cooperation 
against the Soviet Union and urged China not 
to allow any "residual disagreement” over 
Taiwan to hamper efforts to strengthen bilat- 
eral ties. 

Neither U.S. nor Chinese officials would 
comment on Bush's talks with top Chinese 
leaders on the question of American military 
aid to Taiwan. But unconfirmed reports said 
that the discussions included U.S. assurances 
to China that such aid would not continue 
indefinitely. If true, this would be a conces- 
sion to Peking, which has sought a time limit 
on U.S. arms sales to the Nationalist-ruled 
island. 

Bush told a news conference before leaving 
Peking that "progress" had been made on the 
Taiwan question during his visit and said he 
would bring back to Reagan a "clear percep-- 
tion” of the Chinese position and "certain 
ideas” advanced by leaders here. 

The Reagan letters made public by Bush 
provoked an outcry in Taipei where press 
commentaries focused on the U.S. presi- 
dent’s approval for the first time of Peking's 
proposals for a peaceful reunification of 
Taiwan and the mainland. Taipei has rejected 
the proposals. The press also noted that 
Reagan stressed in his letter to Zhao that 
"progress toward a peaceful solution" of the 


Taiwan problem would be accompanied by 
"a decrease in the need for arms” by Taipei. 

There were no immediate indications from 
the Chinese or American sides here on the 
nature of the talks Baker was to have with 
Peking officials. 

The U.S. Embassx said in a statement that 
he would meet w ith members of the National 
People’s Congress and "other Chinese lead- 
ers.” But observers expected that the Ameri- 
can legislator would hate talks with top-lev cl 
leaders here during his lu-day visit. The 
senator is scheduled to leave c hrna on June S. 

Meanwhile, the People ’ s Daily. China's 
leading newspaper, reaffirmed Wednesday 
that Chinese sovereignty over Taiwan was a 
matter of principle.

Italian, French Reds forge ties 


PARIS. May 26 (R) — Italian Communist 
leader Enrico Berlinguer and French party 
chief Georges Marchais pledged to work 
together Tuesday but acknowledged their 
parties still differed widely, mainly over the 
Soviet Union and its policies. 

In a joint communique after two days of 
talks, the leaders of West Europe’s two big- 
gest Communist parties said they agreed to 
continue their cooperation "without masking 
differences of opinion and certain divergent 
views." 

Relations between the two parties have 
been marked by mutual suspicion since the 
mid 1970s when Marchais led his party back 
into the pro-Soviet camp following a brief 
flirtation with the moderate “Euro commun- 
ism" practised by the Italians. Differences 
over Afghanistan and Poland as well as Ber- 
linguer's growing links with France’s ruling 
Socialist Party have recently added to the 
strains. 

Political commentators said Tuesday’s 
communique appeared to refleci less har- 
mony than a similar statement issued after 
Berlinguer held talks with Socialist Party 
leader Lionel Jospin in Paris last March. 

Moreover Berlinguer confirmed that his 
party had been asked to attend a French 
Socialist conference on “the new interna- 
tionalism.” while French Communist officials 
said their party had not been invited. 
Nevertheless. Marchais joined his Italian col- 
league Tuesday in supporting efforts to 


strengthen ties between Communist and 
Socialist parties. 

On Afghanistan. Marchais fold a press con- 
ference his party maintained its view that the 
Soviet intervention has been carried out ai 
the legitimate request of the Afghan people 
while Berlinguer said his party continued to 
condemn the Soviet presence there. 

Berlinguer said the Italian party consi- 
dered the Dec. 12 military crackdown in 
Poland as unacceptable w hile Marchais said 
the Polish government had to bring in martial 
law. 

' "On the Soviet bloc as a whole. Marchais 
repeated his party's view that despite "short- 
comings.” the East European countries had 
preserved peace in the world and were 
achieving progress.

Finger in Argentine pie kept Italy away 


ROME, May 26 (R) — Huge business 
contracts and a possible 1.3 million votes 
persuaded Italy's politicians to refuse 
European Economic Community (EEC) 
sanctions against Argentina, political 
sources say. 

The figures alone are compelling: there 
are 1,300.000 Italian citizens in Argentina 
and if legislation currently before parlia- 
ment goes through every one wili be able to 
vote in Italian elections, which could come 
this year. 

Argentina is Italy’s second largest trading 
partner in Latin America and has about 12 
million citizens of Italian extraction, official 
figures show. 

There are contracts worth $7 billion 
under negotiation between some of Italy’s 
best-known industrial names and Argen- 
tina for everything from fashion to power 
plants- 

The decision to opt out of EEC sanctions, 
renewed in Brussels on Monday, was a blow 
to the European policy of Foreign Minister 
Emilio Colombo and diplomats say he has 
overruled by colleagues who feaxti the issue 
might bring about a government crisis. . 

Prime Minister Giovanni Spadolini, 
however, made clear to Argentina’s new 
ambassador here that the government 
expected Argentina to withdraw its troops 
from tbe disputed islands. ( 

Spadolini said the decision on sanctions 


should not be taken as meaning a thaw in 
Italy’s political approach to the conflict and 
to Argentina’s military rulers, an official 
statement said. 

Relations between die two countries 
have been cool for over a decade despite 
their dose blood ties. The last Italian fore- 
ign minister to go to Buenos Aires was 
Amin tore Fanfani in 1967 and when the 
then Argentine president, Gen. Joign Vid- 
ela, arrived for the funeral of Pope Paul VI 
in 1978 he was cold-shouldered by the gov- 
ernment. 

Italian President Sandro Pcrtini, a Social- 
ist, refused.to meet Gen. Videla because of 
Argentina’s human rights record and last 
week told a meeting that Italy had great 
sympathy for the Argentina peole but none 
for their rulexsL But the sticky issue of sanc- 
tions pitted these declarations against the 
reality of Italy’s shaky coalition politics. 

According to the Italian industry associa- 
tion Confindustria 1981 exports to Argen- 
tina totaled only $450 million — about a 
tenth of those to Britain — but there are a 
total of S7 billion worth of contracts under 
negotiation.

3 ut in promising to cut prices on what is 
already one of Europe's cheapest public sys- 
tems, Quin is being backed by government 
derisions that disguise realities. 

The operating ‘profit' of about $27 million 
on a $1.8 billkm-a-year budget is technically 
a surprise surplus after enormous govern- 
ment and city council subsidies that reduce 
the price of a Metro ticket to only 38 percent 
of its real cost. The engagement of 3.000 
extra workers is part of a gove rnment-backed 
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scheme to find more jobs while the cheaper 
season tickets will be at tbe expense of emp- 
loyers. 

And while it is a Communist who is taking 
the credit, the real success of the Paris trans- 
port system is based on a all-party consensus 
that h is the governments responsibility to 
ensure cheap and modern public transport. 

Even under GauDist and Giscardian gov- 
ernments there was a common will to reduce 
ticket costs by subsidy while developing a 
modern system around express suburban 
Metro lines and an all-purpose orange card 
season ticket for buses, Metro and mainline 
suburban trains. 

With even the basic go-anywbexe ticket on 
tbe Paris Metro costing only about 35 cents, 
passenger traffic on the internal city system 
rose by 3 percent last year while tbe express 
Metro to the suburbs saw a 9 percent rise.

Falklands seen hitting U.K. trade 


LONDON. May 26 (AFP) — The Falk- 
lands conflict will have a significant effect on 
British trade.the authoritative National Insti- 
tute of Economic and Social Research has 
said here. 

The institute added that military spending 
and its influence on Britain's financial climate 
could have adverse effects on the economy, 
but that this was still too early to be meas- 
ured. 

It said the economic effects thus far had 
been negligible. The pound sterling had 
weakened initially when the Falklands crisis 
began. But had since recovered. 

The institute said Britain would have no 
trouble replacing its imports from Argentina, 
which amount to only 0.22 percent of total 
imports. 

Even if alternative markets were 20 per- 
cent more expensive. Britain's total import 
bill would be only 0.05 percent higher, the 
institute said, adding that Argentina 
accounted for no more than 0.35 percent of 


Britain's exports. 

Meanwhile. French businessmen are wor- 
ried by the closing of the Argentinian market 
to French exports, particularly industrial 
goods. They fear that other countries will- 
climb in to take their place.

Third World set 
to get IOC aid 

ROME, May 26 (R) — The International 
Olympic Committee (IQC) is to set aside up 
to $4 million to help Third World coun- 
tries take part in the 1984 Los Angeles 
Games, IC Director Monique Berlioux said 
Tuesday. 

She told a pressfconference after the first 
day of a two day IOC executive board meet- 
ing here that fees for television rights at the 
Games would amount to between S35 and 40 
million. The Executive Board had decided to 
set aside 10 percent of this sum as a reserve 
fund to help Third World teams which could 
not otherwise afford to go to Los Angeles. 

A working groups had been set up to study 
how this contribution could best be used. A 
separate sum of $3.6 million would be used to 
pay the expenses of judges and referees at the 
Games. The rest of the television money, just 
over $32 million, would be split between the 
IOC, the international federations governing 
each sport and the National Olympic Com- 
mittees of each country. 

The IOC executive planned to meet offi- 
cials from Seoul and Calgary, Canada, to dis*- 
cuss television rights for the 1988 Summer 
and Winter Games.

Faced with an enormous target, even Sus- 
sex's impressive array of batsmen could get 
nowhere near the mark and they were bowled 
out for 213. Essex winning by 114 runs to 
record its second success in this years compet- 
ition. 

Another former England player. Derby- 
shire’s Barry Wood, was also in the runs, 
making 106 in an exdtingmatch against Wor- 
cestershire. South African Peter Kirsten 
made 53. while Worcestershire’s New Zea- 
land opener Glenn Turner hit 78. 

Overseas century maker was Clive rice, 
captain of county champions Nottingam- 


shire. After his team's disastrous start against 
unfancied Scotland. Rice slammed an 
unbeaten 130 out of notts' total of 242 for 6.

The opening lead is often the 
most important play of a 
hand, but unfortunately it is 
frequently only a shot in the 
dark. Admittedly, the 
defender on lead has the bid- 
ding to guide him in the right 
direction, but this does not 
necessarily point him to the 
most effective lead. As a 
result, the opening leader, fac- 
ed with the choice of two or 
more reasonable possibilities, 
frequently guesses wrong. 

West bad little to go on in the 
present case and decided to 


aim for partner's best suit Ac- 
cordingly, he led a spade This 
proved successful when 
declarer, seizing the oppor- 
tunity for what seemed a free 
finesse, played the jack from 
dummy, covered by East with 
the queen. 

Declarer took the king and 
tried a diamond finesse which 
lost to the king. East forced 
out the ace of spades and 
South went down one when 
East later scored the ace erf 
clubs as well as his spades. 

West’s spade lead turned out 
well, but it would have proved 
futile had declarer reacted 
properly. South’s play of the 
jack at trick one was wrong, 
since it opened te avenue to 
defeat in a hand where he 
could have assured the con- 
tract by playing the four from 
dummy. 

Though he had no good 
reason to assume a short-suit 
lead from West, South should 
have provided against that 
contingency by playing low 
from dummy. He could then 
try the diamond finesse, not 
caring a tinker's dam if it lost, 
since East would be unable to 
make a damaging return. 

South could then force out 
the ace of clubs to guarantee 
at least ten tricks, and could 
do so without risking the con- 
tract The "free finesse” 
wasn’t free at all. On the con- 
trary. it proved to be very ex- 
pensive.

Pentagon 
spells out 
military 
strategy 

WASHINGTON. May 26 (API — The 
Reagan administration spdlcdout its defense 
strategy anew last week to dispel misconcep- 
tions that the United States would "initiate 
offensives all over the world*" to counter any 
Soviet threat to Western Europe, a senior 
Pentagon official said. 

National Security Adviser William w Clark 
last week explained the strategy in a speech 
which was widely regarded as a new formula- 
tion of the Reagan administration's national 
security policy. 

However, the main elements of this 
strategy had previously been stated by 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger in 
public speeches last year and elaborated in 
his annual report to Congress in February. 
The report indicated that "the United States, 
would be prepared to strike at specific areas 
of Soviet interest and vulnerability anywhere 
if the Soviets moved against Western Europe. 
It did not mention a simultaneous global 
counteroffensive, defense officials have said. 

Meeting with reporters Tuesday, the senior 
officials said they felt it necessary to clarify 
Weinberger’s strategic intent because of what 
they referred to as "•misinterpretations’* 
which have become rooted since he first 
enunciated the strategy last May. 

** We wanted to make it us clear as possible 
that we had never mentioned there would be 
a wild expansion (of fighting 1 all over the 
world.** one official said". 

These officials, who spoke under ground 
rules preserving their anonymity, said that 
Clark's speech did not change the Wein- 
berger strategy. They denied there were any 
differences between the Defense Depart- 
ment and the National Security Council on 
the strategy. 

However, these officials ack now lege d cer- 
tain elements were added, including a new 
stress on the importance of military aid in the 
total U.S. strategy. 

Also , officials said, a "sequential clement" 
was introduced into the strategy and that is a 
provision for U.S. forces to strike at a series 
of object i\ es around the world to counter any 
Soviet attack on Western Europe by throw- 
ing the So\ iets off balance and relieving pres- 
sure on the European front. 

Austrian leader begins 
talks with Brezhnev 

MOSCOW. May 26 (R) — Austrian Presi- 
dent Rudolf Kirchsehlaegcr began talks 
Wednesday with Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev. Tass news agency said. Official 
sources in Austria said Kirsehsehlaeger 
would probably propose Vienna as the site ol 
a Sovict-U.S. summit meeting this year. 

Brezhnev, responding to President 
Reagan* s proposal tor a summit in New York. 
Iasi "month suggested a meeting in a Euro- 
pean country this autumn, possibly Finland 
or Switzerland. The two countries have still 
not agreed on the timing or location tor talks. 
The last summit meeting was in Vienna in 
1979.

Madrid could attend 


MADRID. May 26 (R) — Greece's ratifi- 
cation Tuesday of Spanish membership of 
NATO means formalities will probably be 
completed in time for Prime Minister 
Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo to attend the 
alliance's summit next month, officials here 
said. Barred from NATO during the Franco 
rule. Spain was admitted to the alliance by its 
foreign ministers last December and the 
Greek parliament was the last to ratify the 
decision. 

Calvo Sotelo, who was being voted into 
power last year when 300 rebel civil guards 
failed in a right-wing coup attempt, has made 
NATO membership his top foreign policy 
aim. He sees membership of the alliance as 
furthering Spain’s integration into the West- 
ern bloc, thereby strengthening its young 
democratic institutions. He also hopes 
NATO will provide the armed forces with 
concerns other than internal security, which 
was their principal mandate in the Franco 
era. 

For NATO. Spain will provide a key 
strategic link. Its Canary Islands lie along the 
Atlantic route used by 400 ships a day. 
including oil tankers too big for the Suez 
Canal. Its Balearic Islands and southwest reg- 
ion allow for close control over the western 
Mediterranean and the north African coast. 

Spain's location has been at the service of 
the West's defense since 1953 when Gen. 
Franco and U.S. President Dwight 
Eisenhower signed a bilateral pact. Officials 
of both countries have been negotiating for a 
year to renew the agreement and insist it will 
be signed this week. 

Difficulties, which officials refuse to 
enumerate, have plagued the talks and last 
week forced postponement of a visit by U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig. Spokes- 
men deny that the Falklands crisis, in which 

Moro trial told 
of arms buying 

ROME. May 26 ( AP) — A former steward 
of Italy’s Alitalia Airlines told the trial of the 
alleged Red Brigades killers of former Pre- 
mier Aldo Moro that he had purchased arms 
in the United States for Italy* s most feared 
terrorist group. 

Carlo Brogi. being tried on charges of 
membership in an armed band and with ter- 
rorist activities, also said in his second day of 
testimony Wednesday that the Red Brigades 
had contacts with West German. French and 
Irish terrorist groups and that they once 
explored the possibility of keeping common 
arms caches in Italy. 

However, he said he could not confirm 
statements by other terrorists-rurned- 
informers that Italian urban guerrillas were 
trained abroad. 

Brogi. who has turned state's evidence 
after his arrest two years ago. said he acted as 
an “arms carrier" of the Red Brigades bet- 
ween June and October I97S. 

"I made at least ten trips to the United 
States and back to Italy, buying weapons 
requested by the organization in New' York 
shops, i also paid in dollars, given me by 
(Mario) Moretti.** a Red Brigades leader. 
Brogi said. He did not provide any details 
about how he managed to smuggle the arms 
into Italy . 

Mario Moretti is among the 23 defendants 
charged with the kidnapping and assassina- 
tion of Moro in 197S. Forty other defendants 
in the trial are charged with various terrorist 
crimes, including 17 murders.

Socialists hail Big-2 moves 


HELSINKI. May 26 (AFP) — U.S. and 
Soviet declarations in favor of reopening dis- 
armament talks were cautiously welcomed 
Wednesday by Finnish Social Democrat 
Party Chairman Kalevi Sorsa. as he opened a 
working meeting of the Socialist Interna- 
tional. 

Sorsa noted the U.S. and Soviet initiatives 
■•seem to respond to demands presented by 
the new peace movements.’* But he added: 
•• It is obvious, however, that these proposals 
are far from mutually compatible and thus do 
not yet form a common ground for meaning- 
ful disarmament negotiations.** 

Sorsa said: - We consider this only a start- 
ing point, and expect that the parties con- 
cerned have the good will to negotiate and 
thus also to make the necessary comprom- 
ises." Sorsa, who also chairs the Socialist 
International committee on disarmament, is 
to present proposals from the committee's 
draft document. 

The committee is calling for the ratification 
of the SALT II treaty, signed in IV7V but 
which the U.S. Senate has not ratified. "Even 
if new negotiations were to start immediately, 
ratification would, in our view, contribute to 
restoring the credibility of the negotiation 
process," Sorsa said. The committee also 
wants a moratorium on nuclear weapon tests 
and "refraining from further production of 


fissionable materials." 

The committee's document calls for 
negotiations on reduction of strategic 
weapons to begin “as soon as possible.". 
Socialist International Secretary-General 
Bernt Carlsson said the meeting will probably 
adopt a resolution on bast- West relations to 
be announced Thursday by Socialist Interna- 
tional Lhairman Willy Brandt. 

About 1 00 delegates from 40 Socialist and 
social-democrat parties are taking part in the 
meeting, including Guillermo Ungo (El Sal- 
vador), Shimon Peres (Israel). Joop den Uyl 
(Netherlands). Mario Soares (Portugal), 
Felipe Gonzales (Spain), and Jean Ziegler 
(Switzerland). 

But British Labor Party leader Michael 
Foot did not attend, as expected here. A 
delegation from the Sandinistan National 
Liberation Front from Nicaragua was invited, 
with observer status. The Socialist Interna- 
tional also examined four membership 
requests, from the Puerto Rican Indepen- 
dence Party, the Saint Lucia Labor Party, the 
Democratic Socialist Party of South Korea 
and the Guyana Working People's Alliance. 

Larlsson said a membership request from 
the newly formed British Social Democrat 
Party (SDP) is not "at present" being 
’studied. 


2 groups claim attack onU.S. paper 


ROME. May 26 (Agencies) — Two rival 
extremist movements Wednesday claimed 
responsibility fora bomb 3 track earlier oa the 
offices of the American English-language 
newspaperDaflyJVeiM. one in protest against 
Britain’s Falklands policy and the other 
against the forthcoming visit here of U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan. There were no 
casualties but heavy damage was caused. 

Police said that the bomb was placed out- 
side the first-floor entrance of the news- 
paper’s offices, which were empty when the 
device exploded early morning. The bomb 
was described by police sources as a "crude, 
powerful” device containing about half a 
kilogram of powder. 

An anonymous telephone caller told the 
Italian news agency Ansa that “ l am speaking 
in the name of the Revolutionary Armed 
Group to claim responsibility for the attack. 
The English will realize that even Italians 
know how to make bombs." 


Shortly afterward Ansa received a tele- 
phone call from a caller claiming to represent 
"Communist Groups for Proletarian Interna- 
tionalism" who said “we have destroyed the 
Daily News radio. It is our way of celebrating 
the coming arrival of the executioner (Presi- 
dent Ronald) Reagan." 

Premier Giovanni Spadolini sent a tele- 
gram to the newspaper, expressing the “sol- 
idarity" of the Italian government. He 
denounced the terrorist attack against the 
newspaper as “a vain attempt to ruin the 
traditionally friendly relations" between the 
Llnited St3tes and Italy. 

During the past year there have been sev- 
eral bomb attacks on the Rome offices of 
American companies. President Reagan is 
due to visit Rome Monday. June 7. and sev- 
eral leftist groups have threatened a weekend 
of demonstrations against the proposed siting 
of American Cruise missiles in Sicily. 


Left front takes over in Indian state 


NEW DELHI. May 26 (R) — A new left 
front government under Communist leader 
Jyoti Basu was sworn in in the eastern Indian 
state of West Bengal Wednesday, the first 
time that a Marxist administration had been 
returned to power for a consecutive term of 
office in India. The Marxists scored an 
expected victory in last week's regional elec- 
tions over Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
Congress (I) Party, which has been harmed 
by in-fighting in West Bengal. 

The Marxists won 238 of the 294 seats in 
the West Bengal assembly compared with 
230 in the 1977 state elections. Mrs. Gan- 
dhi's part}* narrowly won in an electoral 
alliance against another Marxist front in 
southern Kerala state, and was able to form 
governments in two other states — Haryana 
and Himachal Pradesh in the north. 

Meanwhile. Mrs. Gandhi said Tuesday she 


did not think the results of last week’s reg- 
ional elections amounted to a defeat for her. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who is under opposition 
attack for forming governments in two states 
without securing a majority, said her party 
had done much better than expected in many 
places, but she was not entirely satisfied with 
the results. She also accused the opposition of 
uniting for the sole purpose of trying to defeat 
her party. The opposition forced a stalemate 
in Himachal and Haryana states, staking 
claims to form governments there. 

However, the Congress (I) beat the opposi- 
tion in maneuvers to form governments in 
Himachal and Haryana. Opposition parties 
have called for the dismissal of Haryana 
Governor G.D. Tapase for inviting the Con- 
gress (I) to form the government, ignoring a 
Lok Dal (masses party) claim that it had a 
majority. 


French-Soviet space shot date set 


MOSCOW. May 26 (AP) — A French- 
Soviet crew will be launched into space June 
24 for a joint research mission aboard the 
space station Salyut -7, the official Soviet 
news agency Tass said Wednesday. 

In a rare advance announcement — the 
only other space shot announced beforehand 
was the joint American-Soviet Appollo- 
Sovuz mission in 1975 — , Tass said that two 
Soviet-French crews are finalizing "prepara- 
tion for the forthcoming launch into space, 
scheduled for June 24.” 

Cosmonauts Vladimir Dzhanibckov. 
Alexander Ivanchenko v. Jean-Loup Chre- 
tien. Leonid Kizim. Vladimir Solovyov and 
Patrick Baudry are holding “final training 
sessions" on thespaceshipSoyuz -T, the news 
agency said. 

Both crews will be flown to Baikonur cos- 
modrome for pre-launch training after com- 
pleting the training cycle at the Gagarin 
Center. Tass added. Chretien. 41. and 34- 
year-old Baudry have been training in the 
Soviet Union for two years. 

Chretien was originally scheduled to par- 


ticipate in' the mission with Baudry in the 
back-up team, but a final derision was post- 
poned when Chretien's Soviet team com- 
mander fell ill earlier this year and had to be 
replaced. 

The French-Soviet team is expected to join 
Soviet cosmonauts Anatoly Bcrczovoy and 
, Valentin Lebedev who boarded the Salyut -7 
space station May 1 4. The French cosmonaut 
in the joint crew will be the first non- 
American Westerner to fly in space. 

Crocodile saves man 

NAIROBI. May 26 (AFP) — A man 
crossing Kenya's Uasonyiro River was 
saved from a crocodile attack when 
another crocodile came to his rescue, the 
Kenya News Agency said. Hassan Dida 
was crossing the river in eastern Kenya 
when a crocodile bit him on the right side, 
the agency said.

BELGRADE. . May 26 (Agencies) — 
-Greek Premier Andreas Papandreou arrived 
here Wednesday for a three-day official visit 
to Yugoslavia. Papandreou was welcomed at 
Belgrade's ahrport by his host, Yugoslavia’s 
first-ever woman Premier Mflka Planinc. 

Papandreou and Mrs. Planinc were 
scheduled to open talks later in the day.lt was 
Papandreou' s first visit to a neighboring Bal- 
kan country since he became the first Greek 
Socialist premier 1 last October, it was also 
Mrs. Planinc’s first meeting with a foreign 
counterpart since raking office last week. 

Papandreou has been making calls for 
closer relations among Balkan countries and 
he recently played host to Romanian Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu. The state-run Tan- 
jug news agepey. said Papandreou and Mrs. 
Planinc will disCu&s a wide range of interna- 
tional topics and ways to expand bilateral 
cooperation. 

Both Greece and Yugoslavia favor greater 
Balkan cooperation and three conferences on 
the subject have, been held since 1976 at 
Greek initiative: All Balkan countries, 
including Turkey but with the exception of 
isolationist Albania, have attended. 

However, all ire aware of political divi- 
sions in the region where Bulgaria and 
Romania are members of the Soviet-led 
Warsaw Pact. Greece and Turkey of the 
NATO .Western alliance and Yugoslavia a 
prominent member of the nonaligned move- 
ment Another regional issue likely to come 
up during Papandreou' s talks in Belgrade was 
declaring the Balkans a nuclear arms free 
zone, a theme that has been mentioned 
recently in both Athens and Belgrade, offi- 
cials said. 

The situation m the Mediterranean and the 
Middle East detente. European problems 
and major world political and economic 
issues will be high on the agenda. the officials 
said. Papandreou will have no difficulty find- 
ing common ground with his hosts on many of 
these questions, including the Cyprus issue, 
diplomats said. 

Yugoslavia has repeatedly called for a 
negotiated settlement of the Cyprus problem 
through inter-communal talks aimed at the 
restoration of the island's independence^ 
sovereignty and nonaligned status. Ways to 
improve trade, long-term industrial coopera- 
tion and other bilateral economic ties were 
issues of particular interest to both Athens 
and Belgrade, the officials said. 

There was speculation among diplomats 
here that Papandreou. in his capacity as 
defense minister, might visit some Yugoslav 
armed forces units and arms firms, but offi- 
cials declined to comment. The speculation 
was prompted by reports from Athens that 
the Greek government wanted to diversify its 
arms supply sources m order to lessen depen- 
dence on the United States. 


Good Morning

A wise man once said, “there are lies, 
there are damned lies, and there are statis- 
tics.” This column usually subscribes most 
enthusiastically to this view. But the fact is 
that statistics are always around, and 
sometimes they tell a tale which is worth 
listening to. 

Hie point in question concerns some- 
thing which any Muslim or Arab living in 
the West has come to know and dread, 
namely, that moment in conversation 
when your Western companion turns and 
says, “ah but then in your societies divorce 
is no easy. The man says to the wife that 
she’s divorced and that’s that — no ques- 
tion of rights and privileges, nothing. Just 
kindly show the old lady the door after; 
saying the words and bob’s your unde.." 

You protest that things are not like that 
at all and you get your answer. Here in the ; 
West they pontificate, there are such 
things as women's rights. Equality bet- 
ween men and women. Financial sanc- 
tions which make sure that divorce is 
something which is not treated lightly, that 
it is only the ultimate step. You are almost 
convinced. But then suddenly some fig- 
ures foil into your hands and the whole, 
thing takes on a new dimension. Divorce 
in the West has reached epidemic propor- 
tions. so rnudi so that the problem is more 
theirs than ours. 

In the United States, for instance, things 
had reached the stage in 1980 where the 
divorce rate approached 50 percent of 
marriages. Hus rate itself is a 50 percent 
rise on the 1 970 rate. The exact figure for 
1980 is 2.413.000 marriages against 
1 .1 82.000 divorces. Clearly, there’s some- 
thing here which tells us that all those 
sanctions, all those rights and respon- 
sibilities. are not working, that the West 
ought to be far less complacent when it 
addresses us on such issues.

Pope Paul offers 
to visit Argentina 

VATICAN CITY, May 26 (AFP) - Pope 
John Paul II is prepared to visit Argentina 
and "may leave directly from England." Vati- 
can radio said Wednesday. The radio said the 
Pope had made the proposal to Argentine 
President Leopoldo Galtieri in a message 
delivered by papal envoy Achille Silvestrini. 
who arrived in Buenos Aires .Wednesday. 

In the message, the radio said. Pope John 
Paul explained the reasons for his May 28- 
June 2 visit to Britain, stressed its exclusively 
pastoral character and saijl he was prepared 
to go directly to Argentina from Britain after 
his visit tbere. 

(In Buenos Aires, Silvestrini said the Pope 
would visit Argentina for "several days" in 
June after his trip to Britain. A source said 
the visit would probably take place around 
June 10. 

(In his message, the Pope, referring to the 
Falklands crisis between Britain and Argen- 
tina. said: *‘If it weren’t for the tragic events 
which occurred last week in the South Atlan- 
tic. my trip would need no justification." apd 
added it was necessary to “plead for the- 
triumph of peace over war.’’)
